the lines of development of modern theoretical and 
experimental researches. With these objects in mind 
the mechanical, thermal, electrical, magnetic and op- 
tical properties of crystals are discussed and related 
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where possible to the crystal structure or the nature 
of the constituent atoms or ions. Is one that will 
thoroughly repay study, and may be recommended to 
student and research worker alike.”
